FROM  CRISIS  TO  CRISIS: 

There  are  two  kinds  of  crisis  that  always  affect  KPFA  and  its  subscribers.  One  is 
the  internal  crisis  which  has  to  do  with  our  financial  needs;  the  other  is  the  external 
crisis  which  has  to  do  with  everyone's  needs.  In  the  near  future  your  Folio  will  have 
a  budget  breakdown  with  a  projection  for  the  coming  year,  showing  how  we  plan  to 
operate  in  the  black  once  our  present  deficit  is  eliminated.  This  is  a  plan  to  keep  all 
of  us  from  the  panic  conditions  of  operating  from  financial  crisis  to  financial  crisis. 

The  other,  external  crisis,  is  related  to  this.  When  there  is  a  dramatic  event  or 
situation  which  we  can  cover  in  depth  because  of  our  type  of  operation,  thousands  of 
people,  subscribers  and  non-subscribers,  are  made  aware  of  the  extraordinary  value 
a  non-commercial,  listener-sponsored  radio  station  has  for  the  community  and  the 
country. 

We  were  able  to  give  the  recent  happenings  on  the  Berkeley  campus  significant 
coverage  not  because  of  our  facilities  but  because  of  our  will  to  do  so.  (We  had  no 
more  entre  to  events  than  anyone  else.)  But,  because  we  felt  these  were  significant 
events,  we  pushed  personnel  and  facilities  to  the  breaking  point  to  record  and  produce 
documentary  coverage.  We  were  flexible  enough  to  schedule  large  segments  of  prime 
time,  and  dedicated  enough  to  meet  the  crisis. 

I  hardly  need  remind  you  that  without  the  support  for  out  daily,  weekly,  and 
monthly  operation,  there  would  have  been  no  KPFA  to  broadcast  the  crisis  documen- 
taries. KPFA  was  there  because  KPFA  is  here.  It  should  not  need  a  crisis  to  make 
this  evident.
